9. Signature Areas (FFAC-08-10-14-D12) 


C. Wild summarized some of the previous discussions on signature areas from both Fine 
Arts Faculty Council and Deans and Chairs’ meetings in September and October. She 
indicated that the deadline for submission of the signature areas document to the Provost 
had been extended to October 22, thus allowing for work on the draft to continue with the 
Associate Deans. 


In the Fine Arts submission, thematic clusters (six in all) will be maintained, and a 
consistent definition of well-established and emerging signature areas will be proposed. 
“Fine Arts” will be proposed as a signature area for the institution, but the thematic clusters 
will provide connections to other disciplines and departments outside Fine Arts. 

This will be an internal working document, a snapshot of the Faculty “at this moment in 
time”, which will be updated periodically. Once all of the Faculty submissions have been 
compiled, a document on institutional signature areas will be drafted by Academic Cabinet, 
and will be returned to Councils for feedback and comment. 


10. School of Extended Learning — Vision, Mandate, and Strategic Plan (FFAC-08-10-14- 
D9)

Noel Burke, Dean, School of Extended Learning (SEL) presented a draft of SEL's strategic 
plan. He indicated that there are some perceptions and misperceptions of the role of SEL 
and that he sees the School as a service institution to the rest of the University, an “addition 
to” rather than an “instead of.” Dean Burke then went through the document, speaking 
particularly to the goals outlined on pp.6-7 and responding to questions. He welcomed
